Wolff, an officer of the German navy, 
said he io the son of Theodor Wolff,

He 
has been in Chicago six months, having 
come here immediately after escaping 
frem the interned ship while it was in 
the port of Norfolk, Va. 


Ban an Elevator. 

‘While here he has worked as an ele-

& Co. 

Agents from the office of Hinton G. 
Clabaugh, chief of the local investiga- 
tion bureau of the department of jus- 
tice, discovered Wolff's connection 
through another German, whose activ- 
ities led them to suspect he was a spy. 
Through the same man, it is said, they 
also learned of twelve others—nine men 
and three women—who are alleged to be 
German secret agents operating under 
the direction of a chief who is located 
in New York. 

Letters written to the alleged chief 
are said to be in the possession of gov- 
ernment agents, and sorge of them have 
been traced to Wolff. That the German 
secret agents had a system of communi- 
cating-with each other that was almost 
‘impossible to detect is admitted. 


Clabaugh Not Communicative. . 

Whether Wolff had been directly im- 
plicated in the plot, in violation of the 
neutrality laws, was a matter that Mr. 
Clabaugh positively refused to discuss. 
He adopted the same attitude in answer- 
ing all questions pertaining to the case. 
He did deny that Wolff was to be held 
on a government charge, and late in the 
day ordered the city police, who gave 
out the information that Wolff was in 
custody, to release him. 

Wolff's actions while in Chicago have 
been extremely cautious. 

Since coming to Chicago he has lived 
in a small room on the north side. His 
salary at the Albert Pick & Co. plant 
was not large, but he was not close 
fisted in his manner of dining and enter- 
taining. Occasionally he was seen to 
display. a large roll of. bills. 

Frequently he has given his employer, 
Hugo Pick, various large eums of money 
for safe keeping. Two weeks ago he 
eo Pick $100 to hold for him.

Weshington, D. C., March 10.—A state- 
ment by the Japanese foreign minister, 
expressing the nation's regret at the 
death of George W. Guthrie, the Ameri- 
ean ambassador at Tokio, was cabled to 
the state department today by the 
American embassy.

of Austria-Hungary to the Hofienzollerms since 


His supercession must be taken in conjunc- 
tion with the removal of Baron Burian from the 
post of minister of foreign affairs; of that of Von 
Koerber from the the Austrian premiership; of 
Count Forgach, and of Baron Macchio from their 
activities as the leading spirits of the ministry 
of foreign affairs at Vienna; of Prince Montenuovo 
from the post. of grand master of the Austrian 
court; of Gen. Baron Beck from the command of 
the imperial bodyguard, and of Herr Sieghart,. a 
pillar of German financial influence in Austria, 
from the presidency of the great Austrian Land 
bank at Vienna. 
Moreover, the position of the Hungarian pre- 
mier, Count Tisza, who is a great favorite of 
Emperor William, and susceptible to his infiu- 
ence, is reported to be severely shaken, and it is 
understood that he is slated for early retirement.

or anything else, but is merely owing to à radical 
change of policy on the part of Emperor Charles’ 
government.

The field marshal, who is some sixty-seven 
years of age, comes from a family that has fur- 
nished several generations of officials to the Aus- 
triam government and which was ennobled in 
1816. He graduated from the Thereseianum in 
1871 and married at Lemberg, when he had at- 
tained the grade of major on the staff, a Mile. 
Vilma von Le Beau, member of a Badenese fam- 
fly of French origin. By this marriage he had 
four sons, two of whom he has lost in the present 
wer. His first wife died twelve years ago. 

Some sixteen months back he married the di-

itself and has expressed itself through the act of its presi-

To the American living in a foreign country, close to 
the world war that has disturbed humanity for two and a 
haif years, the decision of his government to submit no 
longer to German crimes causes an immense relief. That 


act, so simple, so solemn, which took place ‘yesterday in 


Washington, thousands of miles across the ocean, has set 
the soul of America free, and every member of our vast 


American people will no longer tolerate crime: the Ameri-

HICH amounts to saying, in simple language, 
this after all is a moral world in which we live 
and that nations no more than individuals can 
successfully resist the inexorable law. The last 
great people to give its verdict against the German pre- 
tension of irresponsible force closes the world against her. 
The verdict is practically unanimous, and no people can 
hope to struggle against the unanimous verdict of the 
world. It makes little difference whether we go to war or 
not, whether we shall help in giving the final blows to 
German methods or merely approve and’ indirectly assist 
the allles: thoralt¥ we havé pronounced our verdict against 
Germany and German methods. Even het hate corroded 
people must realize that is near. 

One might wish that we had given our verdict earlier, 
a year and a half ago, when it would in all probability, 
have hastened the end of the war and prevented much 
awful suffering and bloodshed both in the past and in the 
immediate future. One might also wish that our course 
had been less narrowly legalistic, that having talked so 
much about humanity we should break with Germany 
on a larger cause than her threat to sink our ships if they, 
traded with the belligerents. But nations as yet do not act 
from disinterested motives, and the very tardiness and 
complexity of our course may have a good in it which we 
cannot now see. 

The fact is, it is done. Whatever criticism of our gov- 
ernment I among others of like mind may have expressed, 
we must realize that President Wilson, than whom no 
American president ever had greater responsibilities, has 
finally acted like the honest man he is. His very indeci- 
sions have proved to the whole @orld his sincerity. and 
added weight to the blow he has dealt Germany, have 
given authority to his verdict. If President Wilson cannot 
stand German methods, nobody in the entire world can 
defend them.

But one thing seems clear to me after these thirty 
months. If Germany had waged her war honorably—it 
she had refrained from invading Belgium, if she had con- 
ducted herself like a civilized state after she had invaded 
Belgium and France, if she had observed part way the 
traditions of jcivilized warfare, she would at this writing 
have won neutral opinion to her side in good part. She 
might very well have won the war! | 
* * 
LL that she has sacrificed she has lost. The verdict 
against Germany is being given not on the facts of 
her cause but on her record as a nation since Au- 
gust, 1914. There are many, even among her ene- 


disposed to think favorably of her case against England 
and Russia, had she fought her war decently with regard 
for hte rights of others. 1 
But Germany has revealed herself to a shocked and 
outraged world as a powerful wild beast. No people ever 
so fully revealed themselves and displayed a character so 
at variance with what the majority of mankind thought 
of them. rf i merely. a bit of American ignorance to 
consider these brutal manifestations as belonging to only 
a small minority of modern Germans, to talk of opening 
the eyes of the German people to the conduct of their 


stupendous folly was prompted not by the ruling class in 
Germany but by the people who are convinced that if they, 
are frightful enough they can win the war. A lot of igno- 
rant talk has been heard about “ Prussian militarism” in 
England and in the United States. Those who know best 
know that Prussian militarism represents the dominant 
public opinion of all Germany, and that no people were 
ever #6 unitedly behind their government in all it does as 
are the Germans of every class and every section behind 
the Prussian government in its conduct of this war. Fur- 
ther, the supposably soft hearted Bavarians have been the 
fiercest fighters and the most brutal of all German soldiers, 

I leave it to military experts to decide whether Germany, 
has really gained any indispensable advantage by the inva- 
sion of Belgium, by, the Zeppelin raids and the submarine 
sinkings without warning or saving of human life, by the 
use of poison gas, by the bombardment of Reims, and all 
the rest of her criminal record. My impression is that 
none of these “frightful” acts has been of any serious 
military advantage to ‘Germany, that, on the contrary, 
they have alienated from her neutral sympathies and 
added to the fighting impulse of her enemies. 

But whether they, have helped her to win military suc- 
cesses or not, they have served to arouse the disgust and 
the loathing of the entire world. Instead of admiration 
for her power, the world is filled with horror from con- 
templating what human beings have made of themselves 
under the domination of false ideas. It is not, I repeat, 
Germany's case against the allies which was judged in 
President Wilson's solemn words of the 3d of February, 
but the world’s case against German barbarism. Those of 
us whose eyes have been on the war have perceived it from 
the first weeks, but by her latest folly Germany has made 
it plain to the narrowest minded clerk in all America, to 
the most remote. farmer of Texas or Dakota. They may 
know nothing about Alsace-Lorraine or Poland, little 
about Belgium. But they know that Germany has be- 
haved for thirty months like a nation of wild beasts, and 
when this nation undertakes to impose its peculiar moral- 
ity upon Americans even the remotest and the most nar- 
rowly. selfish of them realize that the time has come to 
call a halt. Such, I take it, is the lesson of the great 34 of 
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ND from this date I expect a rapid opening of Amer- 
ican eyes to certain realities which they have ob- 
stinately refused to see all these months of the 
great war. Many Americans who thought they had 
nothing to do with a war in Europe will discover the true 
inwardneses of German character and also the danger to 
all free peoples involved in the success of German pre- 
tensions. The breaking of diplomatic relations with Ger- 
many, more symbolic than practical at the moment, will 
thus begin the larger education of Americans in national 
responsibilities. For one thing, it must lead inevitably to 
our participation in the approaching peace conference, in 
which the world's future will be shaped. 

Some of those excellent ideals which President Wilson 
has championed may now have some practical effect in 
this peace.conference. The French already perceive this 
possibility and rejoice in it, for the French nation is 
founded on those noble principles of justice and humanity, 
which President Wilson once more asserted in his address 
to the senate. At the great peace conference France will 
find herself in greater sympathy perhaps with her sister 
republic than with some of her present allies, and together 
they might do much toward establishing a better Buro- 
pean system than the one which went to pieces in this 
world war. Thus the cause of demdcracy, the cause of 
freedom, the cause of humanity, will have been immensely, 
advanced by the act of the 34 of February.

The 
best choice of drapery fabrics is really 
among those that are sold for chil- 
dren's clothes—flower sprigged dimities 


waist fabrics for boys’. Chintz and 
cretonnes, light in character, are nice 
for girls’ rooms and seersuckers and 
ealicoes are good, too. 

The curtains in the boys’ rooms shown 
here are of tan madras striped with 
blue and trimmed with a wide plain tan 
linen strip overlaid with a narrower 
blue band. These can be washed with- 
out fear of spoiling. Tea toweling makes 
surprisingly attractive casement cur- 
tains for boys’ rooms and so does or- 
dinary chambray and gingham. 

When children’s rooms are too small 
to admit of both a bed and a lounge 
of some sort, then a thing to be highly 
recommended is a day spread, some 
sort of a bright or dark colored spread 
put on over the white spread. These 
day spreads are popular now both for 
children’s and grown people's bedrooms. 
The old fashioned woven spreads in 
dark blue and white or dark red and 
white are especially good for chil- 
dren. Grown people’s day spreads are 
of course more elaborate, but of these 
we will speak at another time. 

Included in the list of children’s day 
spreads are old fashioned patch quilts. 
The one shown here is patched in 
squares of navy blue and striped tan and 
blue pieces. The rug matching it in 
color has a dark blue center and a tan 


' border, separated from the center by a 
single row of small dark blue and white

This little blocking pattern is 
repeated in stencil on all of the furni- 
ture, which is further ornamented with 
stenciled figures of birds and bunnies 
and other funny beasties. — 

The furniture is deep cream color. 
The floor is painted in that purplish 
brown shade known as “ nigger head.” 
The lower side wall is in golden tan, 
flap tone, paint or washable paper, 
with a jolly border showing all different 
pictures clear around the room. These 
are lithographed on varnishable paper 
in gay colors on a tan ground. No 
other pictures are used in the room, as 
the full border represents considerable 
variety. There is no picture molding. 
The upper wall and ceiling are calci- 
mined in one tone of deep cream. 

Lately I have seen a cunning little 
children’s room decorated uniquely by 
the use of big wooden kindergarten 
beads. These beads come in the bril- 
ant colors that little ones love—red, 
yellow, blue, green, purple, and orange— 
and though all the same size, about as 
big as a nickel, they are in different 
shapes—cubes, spheres, and cylindrical. 
They were used as a sort of heading 
for the curtains, and I have sketched 
them on the window here as the best 
way of explaining how. 

The curtains were made of pale ecru 
linen, having a red band woven in near 
the selvage edges. The fops of the 
curtains were sewn with common red 
twine and a darning needle, the twine 
was run through about an inch and a 
half of the stuff, then threaded through 
a bead, and then passed over the cur- 
tain rod, back through the bead, then 
run through another inch and a half 
of the stuff before repeating the process. 

The row of bright beads arrayed be- 
tween the curtain top edge and the cur- 
tain rod was most decorative. It was 
left in an unbroken line on the bare rod 
between the curtains, but here each 
separate bead was knotted and tied. A 
string of the beads well se ted, fin- 
ished with a tassel made of red twine, 
hung at irregular lengths from the rod. 
The whole effect was naive and well 
calculated to please the juvenile eye. 

In this room a tiny cherry colored 
molding was used and series of dull col- 
ored pictures hung flatly to the wall 
were not framed but mounted under 
tiny red passpartout and hung from 
pairs of short red silk cords and tassels, 
drawn up perpendicularly and tacked 
on—no picture molding. 


A good feature of children's rooms is 
what is known as a studio door. In this 
the door is sawed horizontally across, a 
little less than a third down, and fitted 
with extra hinges so that the upper and 
lower parts can open separately. The 
lower part, closed, shuts the children in; 
and the upper part, open, allows them to 
be seen and heard, and is good for ven- 
tilation as well. The best doors for this 
purpose are those that are made in hori- 
zontal panels, one above the other. You 
merely saw across between two-of the 
panels. A door with long upright upper 
panels and short lower panels can be 
used in this way by inverting it. This 
will bring the door knob rather high, 
which is not undesirable. This expe- 
dient is suggested in rooms where one 
of the youngsters is “ just learning to 
walk.”

resents a point attained beyond the sun. 

The vapors about Aldebaran resemble 
the vapors found in an electric arc and 
in sun spots. Sun spots can be studied 
with telescope and electric arcs can be 
manipulated at pleasure, and with the 
two instruments a picture of Aldebaran 
can be constructed. A sun spot is a 
storm area where gases are at much 
lower temperature than that prevailing 
elsewhere in the star. Adelbaran is not 
flecked like the sun with spots, but 
is streaked and mottled with a variety 
of shades, forming rough belts about it.

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As a matter of fact, Mlinois motorists 
need not be perturbed as to where their 
money is going, for under a ruling of 
the attorney general the entire automo- 
bile license revenue must be spent on 
road work, with no deductions whatever 
tor the expense of collection. That this 
is being done is indicated in the county 
allotments shown in the table. 

The automobile department’s expense 
on which Mr. Emmerson renders his 
accounting, is paid by appropriation 
from the general fund, and thus deducts 
nothing from what tke motorist pays for 
road improvement. .

Cook County Good Samaritan. 

Tf any one has a grievance it is the 
Cook county motorist. -He is paying for 
road improvement, but not, for the most 
part, in his own county! 

When the Tice bill became a law, tin 

it was provided that counties in 

ich more than 0 per cent of the total 
amount appropriated for road building 
i collected shall have allotted to them 
only 25 per cent of what they pay. Cook 
county pays 43 per cent of the state 
read and bridge taxes and automobile 
license fees. This being the case, of the 
$470,000 from which we separated our- 
selves in automobile fees during 1916, 
we are to have only about $120,000 for 
road work, the rest of our good money 
going to increase the allotments of other 
counties, sometimes in an amazing ratio. 

(xcept in the case of Cook county, the 
amounts assigned are proportioned in the 

ratio to the total revenue as the 
road and bridge tax for each county 
bears to the total road and bridge tax 
of the state. 

“And it might be 80 here,” was the 
picturesque wail of a Cook county offi- 
gal, t we could only devise some way 
of having our motorists pay a little less. | 
If we could just get down to 39 per cent

half or more preceding. It is a healthy 
sign. Permits were issued for 309 build- 
ings, with a total cost of $3,657,900, as 
compared with 606 Buildings having a 
cost of $7,354,200 in 1916, a decrease of 
207 in number and of $3,606,300 in cost, 
thus cutting in two the figures of a 
year ago.
